SENATOR COCKERILL FAVORS 
T H E WHITE METAL 


Critics of Cleveland and Carlisle as 
Well as of Senator Sherman—P a d 
fie Railroad Investigation—House 
Acts on Contested Elections—Gen­ 
eral News of the Capital. 


W ashington, March 14.—The excite­ 
m ent ct* the Cuban debate gave way in 
the senate Friday 
to 
Mr. Cockrell’s 
speech, occupying four hours, on 
the 
financial question. Mr. Cockrell’s speech 
was an elaborate presentation of the 
financial question from the silver stand­ 
point. 
Mr. Cockrell occasionally left 
his argum ents for very sharp personal 
criticism s of Secretary Carlisle. 
The 
senator referred also to Senator Sher­ 
m an as “th at distinguished gold mono- 
m etallist-bim etallist,” and read from 
Mr. Sherm an’s utterances in 1878, when 
he was secretary of the treasury, th at 
the governm ent reserved the legal right 
to redeem governm ent obligations in 
silver. 
If this policy had been carried 
out there would have been no raids on 
th e treasury. Exclusive gold paym ents 
w as a voluntary assum ption on the p art 
of the secretary of the treasury. There 
had been no gold raids prior to 1891 be­ 
cause the silver dollar up to th a t tim e 
w as the “watchdog of the treasury.' 
“And it was a more potent watch 
dog than any of the Rothschilds or the 
Belm onts,” added Mr. Cockrell. 
Mr. Cockrell spoke of the tim idity of 
gold as a money, and referred to the 
agitation caused by President Cleve­ 
land’s “Venezuelan 
message w ith 
a 
string tied to it.” T hat message made 
the whole country trem ble like jelly, 
and the press of New York declared that 
$100,009,000 had been lost 
in 
conse­ 
quence. 
The senator declared th a t the demo­ 
cratic party could not be divided by the 
silver question. 
It was the pillar of 
cloud by day and the pillar of fire by 
night, the great constitutional beacon 
of the dem ocratic party, the one on 
which all its victories had been won, 
and those who opposed it would slough 
off from the party, but would not divide 
iL

W ashington. March 14.—The bureau 
of construction and repair of the navy 
departm ent sent to the house com­ 
m ittee on naval affairs a request for a 
special appropriation to put a number 
of war vessels into shape for service 
if they are needed.

For Remedy In Federal Court*. 
W ashington, March 14.—As a result 
of the discussion by the house judiciary 
committee of the subject of giving for­ 
eigners who may be injured by mob 
violence in this country access to tile 
United States courts to secure finan­ 
cial redress for their grievances, in­ 
stead of the usual suits in state courts, 
Mr. Connolly (111.) has drawn a substi­ 
tute for the bill recommended by Chair­ 
man H itt of the com m ittee on foreign 
affairs and Secretary Olney. Mr. Con­ 
nolly explains that under his plan for­ 
eigners who had entered the United 
States by evading the naturalization 
laws would have no claim upon the gov­ 
ernm ent for injuries which m ight be in­ 
flicted upon them, nor would fugitives 
from justice. It also provides that the 
states shall be protected in the trials 
by their attorneys. The plan is looked 
upon with favor by Mr. H itt, and its 
ideas are likely to be adopted by the 
judiciary com m ittee in any bill which 
it may recommend. The damage suits 
would he tried in United States circuit 
courts.

New Iowa Judicial Districts. 
Des Moines, Iowa, March 14.—The 
republican m ajority in the house F ri­ 
day passed two bills redistricting judi­ 
cial districts so that the republicans 
will gain four district judges, two by 
the creation of new judgeships and two 
by changing the political complexion 
of districts. 
Senator W aterm an, one

Movement in Materials and Manufact­ 
ures are Very Different—Results of 
Adequate Consumption and Com­ 
bination are Felt—The Failures of 
This Year and Last. 


New York, M ardi 14.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“W aiting is still the rule. 
The feel­ 
ing that the spring of 1896 ought to 
bring larger business will 
suffice 
to 
meet expenses all the season 
if 
the 
larger business does not come. 
It is 
?specially noteworthy that prices of m a­ 
terials have varied 
differently 
from 
prices of m anufactured 
products, al­ 
though in most cases the advance last 
fall was commenced by extraordinary 
uplifting of prices for materials. Thus 
cotton is 27.9 per cent higher than a 
year ago, but cotton goods average only 
10.7 per cent. 
Wool is but 5.3 per cent 
higher than a year ago, but 
woolen 
goods are, on the whole, about 4 per 
cent lower. 
Pig iron is only 17 per cent 
higher than it was a year ago, while fin­ 
ished products of iron and steel average 
45 per cent higher. These comparisons 
are im portant because 
they 
disclose 
som ething of the grave dislocation of 
prices which inadequate consumption 
and com binations have produced. 
“The output of pig iron March I was 
189,583 tons weekly, 
against 
198,599 
Feb. I, but the unsold stock has risen 
69,764 tons during the past month, or 
17,441 weekly, and the unsold stocks of 
the great steel companies are not in­ 
cluded. 
There is reason to believe that 
ctual consumption is still at least IO 
per cent sm aller than the production of 
pig iron, and the price of Bessemer at 
Pittsburg has again declined slightly to 
$12.25, with exceptionally large sales 
even below that figure. 
Prices of fin­ 
ished products are not quotably lower, 
although all m arkets are weak in tone. 
The industry is w aiting for a larger 
demand, which it is hoped may soon 
come to clear away the accumulation of 
surplus stock. 
“Cotton goods sell slowly, notw ith­ 
standing recent reduction in price, and 
the enormous accumulation of unsold 
stocks causes apprehension 
in 
many 
quarters. 
“In woolens the demand 
is 
very 
largely for low grade goods, and fierce 
competition affects the prices of the bet­ 
ter grades m aterially. In clay worsteds 
the m anufacture has been so far over­ 
done th at the stoppage of some most 
im portant works is considered not im­ 
probable. 
The great need of a more 
effective law to prevent 
undervalua­ 
tions of im ports is now realized by all 
parties. 
“Sales of wool at tho three chief m ar­ 
kets are the sm allest in five years, and 
for two weeks have been only 6.683,900 
pounds, of which 3,339.200 were domes­ 
tic, against 9.541,500 last year, of which 
5,180,800 were domestic, and 12.017,676 
in 1S92, of which 8.369,425 were domes­ 
tic. 
Prices are still m aintained, with 
decrease in A ustralian supplies. 
‘The m arket for wheat is weaker, 
with no better reason than the govern­ 
ment report of wheat in farm ers’ hands, 
which is altogether out of keeping with 
the governm ent estim ate a year ago, 
and yet is probably more nearly cor­ 
rect. 
W estern receipts still 
exceed 
last year’s, and for two weeks have been 
4,567,392 bushels, against 3.636,715 last 
year, while the Atlantic exports, flour 
included, this week are a little sm aller 
than a year ago, and for two weeks are 
2,921,097 bushels, against 3.510,152 last 
year. 
“Corn is a shade firmer, w ithout ap­ 
parent reason, and cotton m aintained a 
sixteenth, although the prospect of the 
yield this year is at least as good as 
it has been at any time.

Everett A. Rossy, Charged With Caus­ 
ing the Death of Thirteen Year Old 
Olivia Bailey Takes to Edwarls- 
ville For Safety—Scarcely a Shadow 
of Doubt of His Guilt. 


S E N A T O R S P A S S THE LIE. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 14.—Everest A. 
Rossy of Collinsville, 111., was arrested 
in St. Louis two days ago and is now 
in Jill 
with 
his wife, Maude, 
both 
charged with the death of the latter’s 
13-year-old sister, 
Olivia, 
who 
was 
buried Tuesday with her infant. 
All 
Madison county is aroused over the aw­ 
fulness of the charges made, and there 
are threat# of lynching. 
The jail is 
heavily guarded. Sept. 6, 1891, Everest 
A. Rossy was m arried to Maude Bailey 
at Collinsville. 
Last September, ac­ 
cording to the dying statem ent of Olivia 
Bailey, she was betrayed by her broth­ 
er-in-law. Last Monday she died, afte? 
giving birth to a child th at survived her 
but afew hours. 
Rossy fled, telling his neighbors he 
was going to Glen Carbon, 111., but in 
the darkness he walked fourteen miles 
to Venice and crossed the Mississippi 
river to St. Louis. 
Constable Frank 
W arner was sent to bring Rossy back. 
He located Rossy in St. Louis, and, to 
save the trouble and expense of secur­ 
ing requisition papers, asked him to 
go with him to East St. Louis to visit 
friends. 
Rossy fell into the trap. 
Meanwhile the village of Collinsville 
was in a state of excitem ent 
Rumors 
had filled the air for several days, but 
the truth was not fully known. 
The 
m ale population was at the depot as the 
train rolled in at dusk, but W arner and 
his prisoner wau not molested, and be­ 
yond low m utterings and threats the 
crowd made no dem onstration. 
The 
crowd grow so large and threatening 
th at Rossy was taken from the jail anil 
conveyed to Edwardsville 
for 
safe­ 
keeping. 
His wae was also arrested. 
Said Mayor Killinger, of Collinsville: 
“I do not believe there is any doubt of 
Rossy’s guilt, but what part his wife 
had in the crime it is hard to say. They 
will get a fair trial, but if Rossy were 
here now7, he would hang, sure.” 
Impression prevails in Collinsville 
that Rossy induced his wife to adm inis­ 
ter drugs to the child Olivia, in the hope 
of concealing the first crime. 
Dr. C. R. Oatman, who attended the 
dead girl, says: “She died of inflam­ 
mation of the stomach, and the inflam­ 
m ation was not caused by her delicate 
condition, nor was lier death the result 
of m aternity. I believe ah e was given 
some drug by Rossy and his wife, but 
what I am not prepared to say. I have 
a num ber of facts that can only be re­ 
vealed at the trial.” 
Owing to the absence of the coroner, 
no autopsy has yet been held. 


Fiery Talk In the Upper House of the 
Kentucky Legislature. 
Frankfort, Ky., March 14.—Senator 
Bronston, the leader of the democratic 
forces for Blackburn for United States 
senator, when informed that Gov. Brad­ 
ley had given the sheriff of Franklin 
county instructions to clear the corri­ 
dors and cloak-rooms of K entucky’s leg­ 
islative halls, denounced the act with 
intense bitterness. 
The senator pro­ 
posed a resolution denouncing the gov­ 
ernor for interfering, saying: “Let the 
governor leave us alone. Pass the reso­ 
lution and condemn the man who is 
governor by accident. 
I denounce his 
action and am ready as a Kentuckian 
and as a man to be responsible for this 
utterance.” 
Senator Deboe (rep.) was instantly on 
his feet and exclaimed: 
“And 
I de­ 
nounce the gentlem an who has just 
spoken and say that his reflection on 
Gov. Bradley is absolutely untrue. 
I 
say it to his face.” 
Bronston jumped to his feet and com­ 
menced to unbutton his vest, and many 
thought the long predicted time 
for 
bloodshed in K entucky’s state house 
had arrived. 
But Bronston drew’ no 
w’eapon, for his action had completely 
quieted the senate and the chairm an 
could 
be heard. 
He 
pleaded 
with 
Bronston not to do anything rash, say­ 
ing he w7as satisfied a m isunderstand­ 
ing existed. 
Senator Salyer moved th at the reso­ 
lutions denouncing the governor be re­ 
ferred to the committee on rules, w’hich 
was done. 
Senator Bronston afterw ard retracted 
ail that he had said in disrespect of 
Gov. Bradley, and Senator Deboe re­ 
tracted what he had 
said 
regarding 
Bronston and peace reigned again. 
It 
is believed more firmly than ever that 
no senator will be elected by this legis­ 
lature.
